New York, Aug. 24. — Mrs. Florence 
Elizabeth Maybrick, the American 
woman, who for 15 years languished 
in an English prison for poisoning her 
husband, returned to her native land 
Tuesday aboard the steamer Vader- 
land. A great crowd swarmed the 
dock of the American . line pier and 
witnessed, without demonstration, be- 
yond a flutter of excitement, the pas- 
sage of the famous woman down the 
gangplank on the arm of her lawyer, 
S. V. Hayden. 

Mrs. Maybrick was hustled into a 
cab, which was hastily driven up town 
to the Fifth Avenue hotel. 

Mrs. Maybrick, during the voyage, 
prepared in her own handwriting, a 
statement for the press, desiring not 
to be interviewed. 

The statement expresses her joy and 
thanks at being back a free woman in 
her native land, and there are fre- 
quent fervid expressions of gratitude 
to her American friends who had for 
years, fought for her liberty. 



Chemical Laboratories to Exam- 
ine Foreign Products 



Chicago, Aug. 23.— The champion 
lover of Chicago has been discovered. 
He is Henry Sidders, and Monday in a 
justice’s court he acknowledged the 
ardent nature of his wooing and paid 
53.85, court costs. He was charged 
by Emma Anderson, of 19 Dawson 
street, with having hugged her so 
tight that he broke her arm and frac- 
tured one of her ribs. He was also 
charged with kissing Maggie Elton so 
fervently that part of^ber cheek came 
away with his teeth. 

“I never felt anything like it,” said 
Miss Anderson. “First he put one 
arm around me and I felt a sharp pain 
in my right arm. Then he put both 
arms around me and put on full steam, 
and I felt one of my ribs go crack.” 



Negro Shot to Death and His 
Body Burned, 



Many Cargoes Have Been Reshipped 
Out of the Courftry as Impure, Re- 
sulting in Raising the Stand- 
ard of Imports. 



After He Had Confessed to Criminally 
Assaulting a Little White Girl He 
Was Taken From the Posse 
Who Had Captured Him. 



Washington, Aug. 24. — A chemical 
laboratory for the examination of im- 
ported food products will be opened in 
the appraiser’s stofe building of the 
treasury department in New York by 
the department of agriculture, Septem- 
ber 5. Five expert chemists will be 
installed, having been selected through 
special examination by the civil serv- 
ice commission. This is the first of a 
number of port laboratories to be es- 
tablished to prevent impure food, the 
product of foreign countries, entering 
the United States. Congress will be 
asked for appropriations for such lab- 
oratories at Boston, Philadelphia, New 
Orleans, San Francisco and Chicago. 
The foreign pure food law has been in 
force more than a year, and is regard- 
ed as beyond the experimental stage. 

Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of the bu- 
reau of chemistry of the department ol 
agriculture, declares that it is the in- 
tention of the department now ‘‘to put 
the screws on.” Eighty per cent, of 
the importations of food arrive at New 
York. 

When the pure food law first was 
put into operation It was found that 
78 per cent of the imports of foods and 
drinks were admissaule under its pro- 
visions. Many cargoes have been re- 
shipped out of the country as impure, 
resulting in raising the standard of 
imports until now it is estimated that 
85 per cent, of the imports are admiss- 
able under the law. 

The secretary of agriculture has just 
granted the first request of an import- 
er to destroy his cargo instead of re- 
shipping it after it had been condemn- 
ed as impure, the cargo being olive 
oil. 

The secretary of agriculture is await- 
ing an interpretation of a portion of 
the law which, it ifi believed, will ex- 
clude entirely the importation of sau- 
sages from Germany. 

The analysis of whisky is drawn 
with a view of holding up what is 
termed “Scotch whisky,” according to 
Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of the bureau 
of chemistry. Dr. Wiley declares that 
there is not a barrel of pure Scotch 
whisky in the United States and that 
the importations of this article are 
practically all concoctions and should 
be labelled “Compound.” 



Cedartown, Ga., Aug. 23. — Jim Glo- 
ver, a Negro, was shot to death Mon- 
day night near the home of the white 
girl he had assaulted and his body 
then dragged a distance of about a 
mile into this city and burned at the 
stake on the public square. 

A mob estimated at 500 composed 
the shooting and burning party. 

The crime for which the Negro was 
thus punished was that of committing 
criminal assault upon little Levia 
Reeves, the 13-year-old daughter of a 
farmer. 

The true story of the crime is the 
most revolting that has ever been 
given to the public from this imme- 
diate section of the country. After 
the little girl had protected the Negro 
from the attack of a large dog owned 
by her father, be followed her to ths 
pasture, where was taking a cow, 
and criminally assaulted her. This 
occurred Monday morning. 

Bloodhounds bad been on the Ne- 
gro’s track since, and bo was caught 
some distance away late Monday aft- 
ernoon, carried to the home of the 
girl, who unhesitatingly identified him 
as her assailant. 

In the meantime a crowd of 500 per- 
sons had gathered. The Negro con- 
fessed his guilt. Immediately the 
crowd took him away from the posse 
which had captured him and his body 
was riddled with bullets. 

The crowd continued to gather, and 
when the march back to town with the 
dead body in tow began, it appeared 
as if 1,000 persons had joined the 
procession. By the time the crowd 
reached Cedartown several hundred 
more had been added. About 2,000 
persons witnessed the burning as best 
they could in the bright moonlight on 
the most conspicuous place on Main 
street. The town is in a fever of ex- 
citement Monday night, but it is 
thought no trouble will follow.

PUBLIC LANDS. 



Washington, Aug. 23. — Pased Assist- 
ant Surgeon Jardiner reports to the 
public health and marine hospital ser- 
vice the discovery at Key West of 
mosquitos of the genus anopheles. He 
regards the discovery as an Important 
one in view of the fact that for years 
Key West has enjoyed Immunity from 
malarial fevers, and systematic search 
of the island heretofore had failed 
to demonstrate the presence of this 
mosquito.

Report Shows That 16,258.892 Acres 
Were Disposed Of During the Year.

Washington, Aug. 24. — Records of 
the public lapd office for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1904, completed 
Tuesday, shows that 16,258,892 acres 
of public iands were disposed of during 
the year, as compared with 22,650,928 
acres last year. The total cash receiv- 
ed for these lands was $8,795,893, as 
compared with $10,557,618 last year. 
The number of entries was 172,857. 
These figures indicate, according to 
officials of the land office, that the 
public land boom of last year is sub- 
siding somewhat. Last year was the 
record year for 20 years, and the pres- 
ent is next highest in the number of 
acres disposed of by the government. 

Lands were taken up in 24 states 
and four territories. North Dakota 
led In the number of acres and Ore- 
gon in the amount of cash received. 
In North Dakota 1,798,551 acres were 
disposed of, the money received for the 
same being $1,234,218. In Oregon. 1,- 
170,655 acres were taken up and $1,- 
142,576 received for the same.

Final Assault on Port Arthur 
is Imminent. 



Cripple Creek, CoJ., Aug. 25. — Teu 
criminal informations v/ere filed in the 
district court Wednesday by Deputy 
District Attorney Charles C. Butler, 
charging about 75 persons, including a 
number of the most prominent citizens 
of the district with being leaders of 
the mob that deported a dozen or more 
men from the district last Saturday. 
The informations were based upon af- 
fidavits prepared in Denver by the men 
who were driven from the camp. Nine 
of the informations contain two counts 
and the tenth three counts. The de- 
fendants named in all of the com- 
plaints are practically the same. The 
charges include conspiracy, malicious 
mischief, larceny, false imprisonment 
and assault to kill. It will require 250 
capiases to complete the service upon 
the defendants named in the informa- 
tions and they can not be prepared be- 
fore late Thursday. Bonds have been 
arranged in sums of $500 and $1,000. 

Two men were arrested by Sheriff 
Bell Wednesday while attempting to 
deport Hermann Herz, a clothing mer- 
chant of Goldfield, from the district. 
In company with one other, they forc- 
ed Herz at the point of revolvers to 
accompany them, saying he was want- 
ed at Independence. After the men 
had left with their prisoner Herz’s 
son telephoned Sheriff Bell of the oc- 
currence, and the latter, with two dep- 
uties, overtook the would-be deporters 
and their victim, and arrested two of 
the former. Herz was then given over 
to one of the deputies which is now 
guarding him to prevent any further 
efforts to send him away. 



New York, Aug. 24. — Subpoenaes 
were issued Tuesday by one of the 
judges of the court of special sessions, 
sitting a3 a magistrate, directing the 
appearance of six members of Ihe 
Building Trades Employers’ associa- 
tion before Acting District Attorney 
Rand Wednesday. The names of the 
men were not made public and Mr. 
Rand refused to talk of the case. 

So far as can be learned this is the 
first move by the district attorney’s 
office against the employers in the in- 
dustrial fight in this city. 

The People’s Security Co., counsel 
for the unions, Monday submitted evi- 
dence against the employers to the 
district attorney and charges of “con- 
spiracy,” “ooercion” and “blacklisting” 
were made. 

Tuesday the company submitted ad- 
ditional evidence. The books of local 
No. 2 of the Journeymen Plumbers’ 
and Gasflitters’ union, of which Philip 
Weinseimer is president, were taken 
to the district attorney’s office Tues- 
day for the purpose of allowing Mr. 
Rand to inspect them. The acting dis- 
trict attorney, it is said, will use cer- 
tain information gleaned from the 
books in preparing the case of ex- 
tortion now' pending against Wein- 
seimer. 

J. C. Hatzel, one of the members of 
the board of governors of the Building 
Trades Employers’ association, admit- 
ted Tuesday night that he was one of 
the six men on whom subpoenaes had 
been served. 

“Yes, I have been subpoenaed,” he 
said. “The subpoenaes requires me to 
appear in court. It also states I am 
to produce my books, my contracts and 
my trade association agreements. I 
shall obey the subpoenae.” 

Mr. Hatzel is head of the Electrical 
Contractors’ association. 

By a vote of the representatives of 
all the unions in the Buildings Trades 
Alliance which had not yet either 
struck or been 'ocked out, it was de- 
cided Tuesday that they will join the 
strike at whatever moment the execu- 
tive committee of the alliance may 
call on them to do so. 

The alliance press committee an- 
nounced after the meeting that the ex 
ecutive committee will meet and with- 
draw all alliance men from all jobs 
controlled or contracted for by any 
member of the Building Trades Em- 
ployers’ association. This will mean 
a general strike in the building trades, 
in so far as the alliance can make it 
so, and the tie up of operations will 
become more nearly complete.

Liao Yang, Aug. 23. — The following 
Is supplied by a Russian correspondent: 

With each additional report from 
Port Arthur wonder is increased both 
at the persistency of the Japanese at- 
tack and the heroic stubbornness of 
the defenders of tho fortress. The 
Japaneso are literally throwing away 
thousands of lives in the hope of shak- 
ing the courage of the Russian troops. 

Maj. Gen. Feck says he is confident 
the fortress can not be taken, but that 
if it is taken the whole Japanese army 
will have to immolate itself on tho 
slopes of the fortifications. 

There wore five desperate assaults 
on Green hill, July 26, the Japanese re- 
turning each time with apparently 
inexhaustible reinforcements. On the 
final assault, however, the Japanese 
broke badly, throwing away their 
guns, cartridge belts and even their 
boots to facilitate their flight, and 
leaving 7,000 dead or wounded. 

Liao Yang, Aug. 24. — According to 
the latest information from Port Ar- 
thur. a furious attack throughout Au- 
gust 19 and August 20 was repulsed 
with terrific loss. This news was re- 
ceived here with the greatest joy. 

There has been serious fighting in 
this region, but there has been a sutell 
skirmish at Anshanshan, where Japan- 
ese troops attacked a Russian outpost 
and were driven off with a loss of six. 

I'okio, Aug. 25. — The final assault on 
Port Arthur is imminent, hundreds of 
Japanese guns continue to pour a de- 
structive fire into the city and harbor, 
along the lines of forts and entrench- 
ments preparatory for the infantry as- 
sault. It is evident that the Russian 
lines have been weakened and partly 
penetrated in the vicinity of Autzslian 
and Itzshan forts. The entire line of 
Russian defenses immediate about the 
harbor are within range of the Japan- 
ese guns. A number of Russian forts 
and batteries continue to be vigorous. 
The Japanese death roll will be heav- 
ily Increased before they are captured! 

The direction of the Japanese at- 
tack creates the impression here that 
t lie city and defenses on either side of 
the harbor entrance will fall first. The 
final stand will be. made at Liao Tis- 
zan. Japanese official channels of In- 
formation remained close and the navy 
department announcement of the strik- 
ing of a mine by the battleship Sevas- 
topol and the firing upon the Russian 
forts by the cruisers Nisshin and Ka- 
suga Tuesday are the only disclosures 
made for several days. It is believed 
that both sides have suffered heavy 
losses and that the final record will 
make the siege the bloodiest since Se- 
dan. The* Japanese are supremely 
Confident of the ultimate result. The 
leaders of the government await the 
outcome in calm assurance. The peo- 
ple are everywhere decorating streets 
and houses and erecting arches and 
flagstaffs in preparation for a national 
celebration of the expected victory. 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 25. — In spite of 
the anxiety which is felt regarding the 
fate of Port Arthur, the war office and 
the admiralty were practically closed 
Wednesday on account of the christen- 
ing of the royal infant, and no official 
dispatches were given out. 

So far as can be ascertained no fur- 
ther new's of the progress of the fight- 
ing before the beleaguered fortresses 
has been received except that contain- 
ed in reports from foreign sources. 
Those latter are conflicting, some of 
them representing that the Japanese 
assault has become exhausted and oth- 
ers claiming that the Japanese have 
captured Etzeshan fort, belonging to 
the western line of 'defenses. If this 
position has bqen taken and occupied, 
it is realized that unless the Japanese 
are at once dislodged the chain of forts 
will be breached and the position of 
Port Arthur rendered critical. 

The - simple fact that the day to 
which a large portion of the public 
looked forward with superstitious 
dread passed without the fall of the 
fortress suddenly encourages the pop- 
ulation hope that the christening of 
the czarovitch will mark a turn in the 
tide. Reports that Gen. Kuropatkin 
is about to make an important move 
continue to be circulated, but the char- 
acter of the move is not hinted at. As 
the reports from the front agree that 
the rains have ceased and that the 
roads are drying, a resumption of mili- 
tary activity is expected. Since his 
retirement from Simoucheng and the 
Yangze pass it is estimated that more 
than 35,000 reinforcements have reach- 
ed Gen. Kuropatkin. 

London, Aug. 25. — The correspond- 
ent of the Times at Shanghai in a dis- 
patch dated August 24 says that or- 
ders from Emperor Nicholas have 
been conveyed to Capt. Reitzen^fein, 
commanding him forthwith to disarm 
the cruiser Askold and the torpedo 
boat destroyer Crozovoi, and that “the 
flags on both vessels w r ere lowered at 
7 o’clock to-night.” 



Washington, Aug. 25. — The anual re- 
port of Pension Commissioner Ware, 
covering the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1904, was made public Wednesday by 
the acting secretary of the interior. 
The report shows that during the year 
the cost of maintaining the pension 
system of the gpvernment has been 
$144,712,787. The appropriation for 
this purpose was $146,419,296, leaving 
an unexpended balance of $1,706,508. 
During the year 47,374 persons were 
added to the pension rolls — 326 by 
special act of congress and the balance 
by the pension bureau. During the 
same period 49,157 pensioners were 
dropped from the rolls. Of these death 
claimed 43,820, of whom 31,728 were 
soldiers, 30,071 being volunteers of the 
civil war. The total number of pen- 
sioners on the rolls as covered by the 
report is 720,315 soldiers, 273,841 wid- 
ows and dependents and 606 army 
nurses. 

The report refers to the order is- 
sued by the commissioner March 16 
last, in which age is made evidence of 
disability and says that three and a 
half months of its operation only 8 
per cent, or 28,806 out of the 375,000 
pensioners, have asked for increase 
under its terms. The report says the 
order introduces no new principle, and 
“is in the direct line of economy, as it 
certainly is in the line of precedent.” 
Less than 6 per cent, of the appropria- 
tion of $1,500,000 was used to pay 
claimants under the order, the bal- 
ance being turned back into the treas- 
ury.

T HERE came to Harvard university 
in the early ’6WI a little Japan- 



ese lad, Nagoya by name. And a droll 
addition he was to the student body of 
that institution’s less coemopolitan days.

Rumor say* the elder Vanderbilts ob- 
jected to Miss Wilson because they so 
disapproved of the social ambitions 
and match-making of the young lady’s 
mother, did not want a Vanderbilt 
married out of hand as it were.

Wilson’s children certainly have done 
their mother credit, if this report of 
her be true, for from a worldly point j 
of view they have all made excellent 
matches; Orme Wilson married a Miss 
Astor, one daughter is the widow of 
Ogden Goelet, and another daughter 
married the well known Englishman, 
Mr. Michael Herbert. No wonder, then, 
at least a Vanderbilt was desired for 
Miss Grace Wilson. The father Is R. 
T. Wilson, the millionaire.

MUST EMPLOY UNION MEN 



Milwaukee Judge Enjoins Tailoring 

Company from Hiring Nonunion 
Labor in Its Shop. 

Court Commissioner E. E. Cbapin, o! 
Milwaukee, recently issued an injunc- 
tion requiring William Marnitz, Charles 
Marnitz, and Charles- Gusta, tailors, tc 
refrain from employing any but union 
workmen. They are also enjoined from 
violating the terms of a contract which 
it is claimed they entered into with the 
Milwaukee Custom Tailors’ union. 

Attorney W. R. Rubin, who represent- 
ed the union and obtained the injunc- 
tion, expresses the belief that this is the 
first case in the history of labor unions 
wherein an employer of labor has been 
restrained from employing nonunion 
men. 

It is alleged in the summons and com- 
plaint, upon which the restraining or- 
ders is based, that since the signing o| 
the agreement or contract the Marnita 
company has become a member of a se- 
cret organization composed of tailors 
and employers of men under the name of 
the Milwaukee Tailors’ Protective asso- 
ciation, the main object of which is to 
disrupt the tailors’ union and to break 
the agreements entered into between the 
employers and the union, to deplate the 
funds of the union, and "to reduce labor 
to the pitiable position it occupied be> 
fore it was elevated to its present dig- 
nity by labor unions.**

As pliable materials are to be the 
most approved the coming season, it 
would be well to purchase the nun’s veil- 
ings offered everywhere at 29 cents a 
yard, or remnants of soft silks and crepe 
de chine. Now, if ever, the bargain hun- 
ter is repaid for her hunting, waist* 
slightly soiled going for a song, cheap 
white suits filling bargain tables, sum- 
mer wrappers and negligees selling fo* 
a very little. 

To jump from thin stuffs to woolens, 
broadcloths lead for fall and winter 
dress goods. A great range of colors in 
this beautiful goods will be offered, and 
the choice can be made from the usual 
shades to the passing fancy. Soft, light- 
weight cloths are the ones to select, be- 
ing most suitable for the demands of the 
present styles. The skirts of broad- 
cloth costumes are to be quite full, but 
the soft material will fall in clinging ef- 
fect The coats are long, with vests 
more or less-dressy, and extend below 
the waist from eight to 20 inches.
